manhood than that supplied by Robert A. Rowan. 
Only thirty years of age, he is today perhaps the 
largest factor in realty in the business district of 
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Los Angeles. I believe his firm represents, either by 
ownership or “ageney, at least 6000 feet of the 
choicest business property in this city. That prob- 
ably 1s to say that Robert A. Rowan & Co., represent 
property to the value of about $20,000,000; surely 
an extraordinary responsibility for a man of such 
youth. Especial interest is attached to the name of 
Rowan just now, in that together with Mr. A. C. 
Billicke, one of the very best known hotel men on 
the Pacifie Coast, he formed a syndicate to build the 
splendid Alexandria, some account of which appears 
elsewhere in this issue. 

Mi. Rowan was born in Chicago, August 20, 1875, 
but very early in life—in fact, before he was out of 
his swaddling clothes—he expressed as best he eould 
his approval of Horace Greeley’s famous advice, 
‘“Go West, young man,’’ for in the year of his birth 
his father removed his family to Los Angeles. 
‘Rob’? Rowan was edueated in the publie schools 
of this city, but showing no particular disposition 
either for book learning or inelination toward one of 
the professions, he left school before his seventeenth 
birthday, and went into the merchandise brokerage 
business. This venture not proving particularly sue- 
eessful, young Rowan migrated to New York, where 
he put in the next two years in studying the im- 
porting and exporting business. ITis two years in 
New York were quite as valuable to him—from one 
point of view—as a university edueation, for he 
learned to ‘‘size up’’ men, and realize that suecess 
ean only be achieved by unremitting industry. In 
1896 he returned to Los Angeles, and entered the of- 
fice of W. M. Garland & Co., which ten years ago 
was already one of the leading, certainly the most 








progressive, real estate firms. After three years’ 
experience in Mr. Garland’s office, in which he sooy 
made an enviable reputation for himself as a hus. 
tler, he determined to commence business on his own 
account, and in 1900 he organized the Robert A. 
Rowan Company. Ile had thoroughly imbibed Mp. 
Garland’s confidence in the future of Los Angeles. 
and by this time was regarded as one of the keenest 
judges of realty values. In six years his firm’s busi. 
ness has grown at almost an unparalleled rate, and 
only a faint idea of its extent can be gathered by the 
nwuuber of signs on which the name of his firm ap- 
pears, and by the large force which is found neces. 
sary to conduct his business. 

Myr. Rowan’s cheery nature and forthright man. 
ner could not fail to inspire confidence among his 
clients. He is a man of tremendous industry. If 
vou see him on the street you will notice that his 
eait is most rapid. In fact, he does not know the 
meaning of the verb, ‘‘to loaf.’’ Similar energy he 
apphes to sport whenever his engagements permit 
him to indulge therein. For some vears he has been 
a tennis enthusiast, and a dangerous antagonist on 
any court. He is fond of tennis because thereby 
he ean get a maximum of exercise in a minimum of 
time. Since his marriage, two vears ago, he is rarely 
seen at the clubs. For some time Afr. and Mrs. 
towan, who was Miss Laura Sehwarz, divided their 
time between the Van Nuys Hotel and a cottage at 
Santa Moniea, but now they are contemplating the 
building of a beantiful home in the San Gabriel 
Valley near the Pasadena Country Club. The 
apple of ‘‘Rob’s’’ eye is his infant daughter. Lor- 
raine.

Miss Eugenia Thats Lawton. 


There are no illusions about her profession in the 
mind of Miss-Eugenia Thais Lawton. leading woman 
at the Belasco Theater. In fact she is one of those 
who can with a skilful hand disentanele the real and 
ideal and relegate each to its own place. She told 
me, as we sat and chatted in her dressine-room at 
the play-house, that she entered upon a theatrical 
career neither because she was stage-struck nor be- 
cause of any dream of reigning over the hearts of 
the pubhe, but with the sordid desire to make a 
living. Certainly. the slender voune actress does 
not bear the imprint of commercialism on her very 
interesting features. althoneh she insists that it is 
not genius but the eapacity for hard, everyday and 
evervhour digging that has won for her the position 
She now holds. 

Aly star was certainly in the ascendant when I 
asked for an interview during a week that Miss 
Lawton was not working, at least if it ean be ealled 
rest to spend eighteen out of the twenty-four honrs 
studying a part. We met at the theater door. where 
Miss Lawton was engaged in scrutinizing the eown 
of ‘‘Lady Mary’’, which part she is taking this week 
in Barrie’s play of ‘‘The Admirable Crichton.’’ ‘It 
is so puzzling.’’? she explained. as she piloted the 
way, through the narrow. dark little entry. across 
the stage. where a rehearsal was under way, through 
another tiny space, to her dressing-room.

“Please take the chair,’’ she politely urged. ‘‘You 
will notice that I correctly sav ‘the’ chair. J will 
find a place on the couch,’’ settling her lithe form 
among the pillows and. in her rich crimson cloth 
gown, with its touches of white, black and gold. mak- 
ing a charming picture, set in the dull frame of the 
ordinary, box-like apartment. But then, to do her 
simple justice, Miss Lawton falls naturally into 
picturesque poses. In the language of the juvenile 
hero of a long ago novel, ‘‘She is alwavs a perfect 
landseape.’’ 

Noting the grace of her movements, J said: ‘‘ You 
have been on the stage for a long time, Miss Lawton, 
I suppose ?”’ 

‘For four years.’’ she responded sueceinctly, not 
finding the motive that underlaid the words. 

‘And you found it easy to gain a hearing when 
¥ou were canght by the glamor of the—’”’ 

Bunt I got no further. Miss Lawton sat up, very 
slender and straight and her delicate month straight- 
ened its how. ‘You are entirely wrong,’’ she began. 

“You found it hard,’’ I amended, eager to say the 
correct thing. 

‘Please listen. I did not go on the stage because 
of any illusions. I was never what is called ‘stage 
struck’: it was one way of making a living. I was 
foreed into it, instead of foreing myself into it be- 
cause of any desire to shine—’”’ 

“But vou have; vou do,’’ I interrupted. contritely. 
I was sure of my ground again and so dared voice 
my opinions boldly. 
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‘California audiences are certainly very kind to 
me,’ she granted, smiling at some sweet thought 
that foreed itself across her consciousness even while 
she chatted of ordinary matters. 


‘“‘T was most fortunate,’’ she began, retrospective- 
iy, ‘‘When I began my theatrical] life I met the 
favor of Liebler of New York and so was spared the 
substituting and all the other dreary details that 
often prove so irksome to beginners. That was only 
four years ago. Frawley next took me in leading 
parts and from him I came to Belasco, with whom I 
have been for three years. Part of that time J was 
in San Francisco and now I am here in Los Angeles, 
You saw me speak to a gentleman as we came across 
the stage,’’ she continued. ‘‘Well, that is Mr. Bar- 
num, George Barnum, the stage director, and he is 
perfectly wonderful. He is an artist and a poet. He 
never spoils an actress’s personality; none of them 
would do that, but a hint often saves the whole 
situation. He would savy to me: ‘You are over- 
acting the part’, or ‘vou are under-acting vour role’. 
It was enough to save the play. I do not know how 
to tell von of the gratitude I owe him. Tle is per- 
fectly splendid in the position he holds.’’ 


“But von had genius to begin with,’’ I msinuated. 


“T was edueated.’’ amended Aliss Lawton. “No 
woman could succeed without that. And I had some 
slight deerce of talent, which also is necessary even 
if the ‘divine spark’ be left ont. With talent, edn- 
eation and industry a woman has a fair working 
equipment. Then if she can find someone to coach 
her as Mr. Belasco did Mrs. Carter. why, she is 
apt to make something of lierself.’’ 

“What do von mean by a fair degree of indus- 
trv?’’ I asked. ‘‘You study ten hours a day, more 
or less?”’ 

“TI study twenty-four hours when it 1s necessary,”’ 
was the reply. ‘‘ After the morning rehearsal I come 
to my room here, have my luncheon brought in and 
study until the matinee. After that I send out for 
my dinner and study until it is time to go on for 
the evening performance. Then, after the manager 
has charged me to go directly to bed and not east 
an eye on my part until morning, I commit lnes and 
eo over the situation in my mind, until the sun comes 
in the window and I ean rise, dress and begin work 
again.’’ 

After I had sought in one way and another to find 

some of Miss Lawton’s favorite occupations off the 
Stage, ] said: ‘‘Do you make your own gowns?”’ 
_ “No, indeed, I do not know the eye of an needle 
from the point. I plan them though, and it is seldom 
that I wear a gown that I have not pictured and ap- 
proved of in my mind. Why, anyone ean make a 
ioe] |?” 

“T’ve been told that an actress’s gowns take about 
one-third of her salary,’’ I volunteered. 


_ Far be it from me to destroy any of your illus- 
1ons, retorted the leading lady, wickedly. 

“You think that is a fair estimate ?’’ 

‘There are salaries and salaries,’’ she reminded 
me; then she fell to speaking of the weariness ot 
Sleepless nights, and I asked her if she had any 
preference in a place of habitation. 

“Not so long as it is quiet and there are green 
fields near-by, O. and cows eating the grass. If there

His stunted height 
of 5 feet 8 inches and short reach of course proved 
a tremendous handicap. But what Tom lacked in 
physique was more than offset by his skill and great 
knowledge of the game, his Spartan lion-hearted grit, 
and doughty stamina. The grim determination of 
both to be first to wrest the world’s championship, 
eoupled with the stakes that totaled some $2,000— 
modest enough purse today but it loomed large for 
‘the quality’ then—resulted in an exhibition that 
thrilled all manhood. ‘Thirty-seven rounds were 
reeled off, consuming two hours and twenty minutes, 
and candor compels me to admit that the gallant 
Sayers was virtually whipped, the referee leaving 
the ring fearful of his life in the hostile demonstra- 
tion. And then—six more rounds were battered 
through, when some cool heads, not. wishing to see 
a brave man. killed, eut the ropes in a dozen places 
te save poor Tom from sure defeat, although the aet 
left quite a lurid stain on British chivalry.” 

‘Well, Pop, you'll allow,’’ reflected the genial 
Henry Berry, ‘‘that we manage our fistic duels on 
quite a higher plane. Now for imstance, take the 
late tete-a-téte for the lightweight championship 
that has been so much discussed. You’re on? I re- 
fer to the great debate that is being fought al] over 
again between the dark-skinned Joseph Gans and 

San Franciseo’s pride, the redoubtable Jimmy Br itt 
nay what? Great heavens, help, eatech him fellows! 
Hey, there! waiter, water, ice and water! 
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The opening of the Hotel Alexandria two weeks 
ago marked another and important stride in the 
yoyal march of Los Angeles, for in the building 
erected by the Bilicke-Rowan syndicate this city pos- 
sesses a hostelry which in all its appointments is 
not surpassed anywhere in this or any other country. 
While the exterior of the Alexandria is severely plain 
and of quiet architectural beauty, the interior, from 
sub-cellar to roof garden, is not only contrived for 
the utmost convenience of service and accommoda- 
tion, but is also designed as a strueture of real 
beauty. Only true artists could have designed and 
elaborated the plans and decorations of the Alexan- 
dria. The general scheme of the hotel was arranged 
by its founders, based on Mr. Bilicke’s long experi- 
ence as a hotel man, and the consolidation, as it were, 
of the best ideas of the best hotels, which were secru- 
tinized during a long tour by the founders, the archi- 
tect and the decorator. The point of which the own- 
ers and managers are perhaps most proud is the fact 
that from basement to roof the building is positively 
and unchallengably fireproof. 


Of the splendid proportions of the principal parts 
of the hotel, and the most tasteful decorations 
throughout the building, it is difficult to speak in 
adequate terms. The entire scheme of decorations 
was carried out by Josehp F. Sturdy of Chieago, 
perhaps the most eminent authority in this ecoun- 
try. Mr. Sturdy was given earte-blanche in the per- 
formance of his designs. The magnificent lobby, 
which, with the banquet hall, forms the main feature 
of the building, is by long odds the most beautiful 
and artistic in California. Personally, I admire the 
proportions and decorations of the Alexandria lobby 
far more than the more brilliant but less satisfying 
effect of the St. Francis of San Franeiseo. The mas- 
sive Corinthian pillars are of Seaglioli. while the 
mural marble is (Italian) Pavanazzo, and the base 
black and gold Nubian, providing at once a massive 
and most impressive effect. The rest of the walls 
are tinted in artistic shade of green, surmounted 
by freseoes in which the Alexandriae coin predom- 
Inate—a feature, by the way, which characterizes 
the whole building, everything therein, from the 
ecosthest silver to the smallest utensil being stamped 
with the coins. 


The main restaurant, a room of magnificent pro- 
portions, 60 feet by 120 feet, without pillar or post, 
can seat comfortably two hundred and seventy-five 
people. The general scheme of the hall is Renais- 
sance. Tapestries form the principal feature of the 
decorations, and this splendid hall is beautifully 
and softly lighted, without those glaring and optic- 
trying effeets which are all too prevalent in the 
majority of modern restaurants. 


The hotel contains three hundred and sixty rooms, 
many of which are en suite, and the manager, Mr. S. 
J. Whitmore, tells me he can take care of, comfort- 
ably and without crowding, five hundred people. 
The building is ten stories high, and from floors 3 
to 8, inclusive, the general scheme of division of 
rooms is precisely the same. 


Ascending from the lobby to the mezzanine floor, 
a delightful baleony is discovered, from which it is 
pleasant to watch the bustle of the throng below, 
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and which provides a delightful lounging place, fi- 
nished with eseritoires and the most irresistible of 
sofas and arm ¢hairs. The general scheme of the 
inezzanine floor is Tudor, and its dominant color is 
a rich but restful green. The woodwork and the fur- 
nishings are of dark mahogany, which is another 
characteristic of the hotel. A royal Wilton carpet 
in deep green is in itself a rest. for weary feet. On 
this floor are three luxurious suites, known as Par- 
lors A, B and C, one decorated in blue and the other 
two in green. By the way, Mr. William Loftus, the 
head designer of Barker Bros., is responsible for 
the color schemes of all the rooms and decorations 
not designed by Mr. Sturdy, and for invaluable ad- 
vice in the selection of tasteful furniture. Beyond 
these truly royal suites are the hotel library and 
drawing-room, both of which are large salons, dec- 
orated and furnished in exquisite taste. On this 
floor are the private offices of the Alexandria Hotel 
Co., which are conveniently connected by a private 
staircase with the main ‘‘desk,’’ and communicating 
directly with the clerical foree of the hotel. On 
this same floor is a private banquet hall furnished in 
white walnut and beautifully decorated. Its dimen- 
sions are 102 by 52 feet, and Mr. Reichl tells me he 
can easily seat as many as one hundred and seventy- 
five guests therein. Adjoining this banquet hall are 
a number of private dining-rooms, the decorations 
of which are not yet fully eompleted. 

The three hundred and sixty bedrooms in the 
hotel are admirably designed for a maximum of 
comfort. It would be impossible to describe in this 


space the very varied attractions and conveniences 


of these chambers, arranged en suite and single. 
Every suite of rooms and every single chamber has 
its individual bathroom. <A feature that will de- 
light every woman that stays in this hotel is the 
renerous size of the elosets, which, by the way, are 
hehted automatically the moment you open the 
door. The corridors of each floor are furnished with 
rich green Wilton carpets, on either side of which 
are handsome tiles. 

On the tenth floor are to be found ample and most 
remarkable accommodations for commercial men— 
in fact, the most magnificent sample rooms I have 
ever seen. Such splendid light abounds in these 
rooms that I suggested to Mr. Whitmore and Mr. 
Reich! that it was a shame to devote them to mere 
ecommerce, insisting that they should be reserved 
for artists’ studios. The biggest of these sample 
rooms opens onto the roof, which some day I hope 
the management will convert into a tea garden. 
On this top floor, too, are to be found all sorts of 
conveniences for the general management of the 
hotel, and the accommodation of its guests. Among 
other novel and remarkahle features, the hotel has 
its own tailor shop and its own printing plant, both 
of which are equipped in the best possible way. 

To the mysteries of the basement with its wonder- 
ful cold-storage rooms, larders, sculleries and kitch- 
ens I could not begin to do justice, although my 
ood friend, ‘‘Joe’’ Reichl, pioneered me through 
the mazes. He showed me the costliest of wines, and 
the most appetizing viands in embryo, as it were, 
and in every process of preparation for the table. 
In five minutes I saw enough provender for a siege 
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of six months. marveling the while at the skill and 
dexterity of the chef, who, by the way, is one of 
the most artistic in the country, with a small army 
of scullions, butchers and bakers. There is a sub- 
cellar, containing the powerful engines and intri- 
eate machinery of the various power and heating 
plants, which was to me still more mystifying, but 
demonstrated that a hotel of the size and the mag- 
nificence of the Alexandria is a city by itself. The 
basement, not yet completed, is to contain a very 
handsome grill room and a most commodious barber 
shop. 

With Mr. Whitmore, who is recognized as one of 
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the most efficient of hotel men in the country, hay. 
ing made a huge success of his management of the 
Baltimore in Kansas City, and other famous hoste]- 
ries, and with Monsieur Joseph Reichl, known 
throughout the country as the most accomplished 
maitre-d’hotel, famed for the prince of dinner or. 
derers, and a charming little gentleman, and with 
the extremely liberal policy inaugurated by the Bil- 
icke-Rowan Hotel Co., there can be no question 
that the Hote] Alexandria will add greatly to the 
reputation of Los Angeles as a city designed by 
Nature to furnish the best people with the best 
entertainment, and the truest hospitaliy. 





The Whirl of the Week 


Foreign. 

The German government has just published a report made 
by certain German officials who made personal investigation 
of railway affairs in the United States. It is shown by this 
report that ‘‘per million passengers carried the American 
roads killed six times and wounded twenty-nine times as 
many as the German roads.’’ 

Veneznela’s president declares that he will ‘‘break the 
Monroe doctrine and drive all foreigners from his country.2’ 
His gratitude to the United States for saving Venezuela from 
European guns two years ago is akin to the gratitude of the 
Serpent that the farmer in the fable warmed on his hearth. 


Our government draws the line- at meddling in the com- 
plications of European interests in Africa. In response to 
appeals for American mixing in affairs of the Congo Free 
State, Secretary Root intimates that the United States has 
about all it can handle in the line of national troubles in 
the Western hemisphere. 


From Europe come two reminders of the petulant response 
made to a Chieago reporter, years ago, by William H. Van- 
cerbili—‘‘The public be d——d.’’ One of .William’s grand- 
sons is a fugitive from a jail sentence in France, for the 
crime of running down a small member of the “publie?? 
with his automobile, and another grandson is in a similar 
plight in Italy. 


The innate and not unnatural nor illogical enmity of the 
Chinese toward missionaries hag again assumed a violent 
form, The conversion of Chinese to Christianity ‘‘eomes 
nigh’’ in the footing of cost for supporting the missionaries. 
by ‘home contributions, together with the eost of protecting 
them from the ‘‘Boxer’’ class. All the Chinese ask is to be 
left alone. Why don’t they retaliate by sending missionaries 
to convert our plutocrats to decent and Godly living? 
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The Russian Jews are not easily crushed. They are re- 
perted as making a concerted effort to attain their civic and 
political rights by participating in the elections for members 
of the national assembly. It is estimated that there are 
nearly 6,000,000 Jews in Russian, about one-half of the race, 


National. 

Following the line of recent experiments in Paris a Colo- 
rado Springs man is credited with having successfully pho- 
tographed his thoughts. This was accomplished by adjusting 
a photographic plate to his forehead and then ‘‘ concentrating 
his thoughts for thirty minutes.’’ It is not stated whether 
he ‘had the courage to show the thought picture to his 
friends. 

Notwithstanding its traditional stormy character, the ad- 
vent of March brought joy to millions of hearts in our 
astern states. Spring is regarded as ‘‘in sight’’ when 
March appears, which means the end of much suffering for 
the very poor and a great deal of discomfort for all classes. 

President Roosevelt again has taken a hand in the effort 
to prevent a disastrous stoppage -of the coal industry. This 
time it is the bituminous coal production that is in jeopardy. 
At the time of his former intervention the anthracite coal 
interests of eastern Pennsylvania were involved. 

The report of a foot of snow in St. Louis the middle of this 
week, with news of a robust blizzard over a large area of the 
iwiddle west, are reminders that winter has not yet relaxed 
its grip. The great record blizzard of 1888 came in the mid- 
dle of March. 


In accordance with the adage that ‘‘a hint to the wise is 
as good as a kick,’’ the Mutual Reserve Fund Life Insurance 
Company retreated from the Missouri field while an ‘‘ order 
of ouster’’ was in preparation. 

In a discourse to his Bible class last Sunday young Rocke- 
feller likened his thrifty parent to Joseph, the young Israel- 
ite who cornered Egypt’s corn crop seven years. But Joseph 
was satisfied with the job of prime minister of Egypt. He 
did not aspire to ownership of the country. 

The astounding disclosures in Idaho relative to assassina- 
tions in that state and Colorado charged to the ‘‘inner circle 
of the Western Federation of Miners’’ recalls the ‘‘ Molly 
Maguire’’ reign of terror in the eastern Pennsylvania coal 
district nearly thirty years ago. That band of assassins 
was broken up by hanging about a dozen of the leaders in 
L877. 

Something quite new in the meat line was the piece de 
resistance at the Canadian camp dinner in New York last 
Monday night. At the Hotel Astor the 400 guests were 
served with ‘‘catalo.’’ The animal is a hybrid of the buf- 
falo and the domestic bovine. The particular one that 
served on the oceasion alludes to was killed on the northern 
horder of Montana, and it weighed 2480 pounds. 

There is some comfort even for the easterner who attempts 
to temper the blizzard by liberal stoking with high priced 
coal, From Nome, up in Alaska, we have the report that 
the price of coal there is $50 a ton. 
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In certain sections of Ohio the Christian denominations are 
fasting and praying for divine aid to save the missionaries in 
China. It is a question whether the prayers or the warships 
will prove more effective. 

In Spokane the Sunday liquor law conforms to the ‘‘rule 
that works both ways.’’ <A law enforcement league caused 
the arrest of several saloonkeepers for violating the Sunday 
closing Jaw and in retaliation the liquor dealers last Sunday 
secured the arrest, on similar complaint, of theater managers, 
officials of electric companies, ete, 

A reeord gap between the assets and liabilities of a de- 
funct business concern is reperted from Chicago. The First 
National Codperation Society sold $1,000,000 of stock to 
farmers and its failure revealed $100 as an offset—just four 
eiphers short. 


State, 

Here is a financial object Jesson: The California state 
bank eommissioners have just reported that ‘‘the ecom- 
bined resources of all the banks in the state foot up $549,- 
oo2eeT.?? That about equals the reputed wealth of one 
Ameriean citizen—John TD. Roekefeller. 


California is supplying the eastern markets with choice 
early vegetables at high prices. There is no formidable 
competition at present with the products of this state in 
asparagus, celery, cauliflower, ete. 

A novelty in religious effort is reported from the towns 
m the orange belt. Revival meetings are conducted at the 
packing houses. Redlands alone claims that ‘‘the meetings 
have resulted in thirty conversions. ’’ 


Former State Senator French has proved to be the only 
Iueky member of the quartet of so-called “‘senatorial bood- 
lers.’’ French was quickly acquitted by the jury, greatly 
to the surprise of the pubhie. Two of his alleged boodle 
partners were convicted, one being now in San Quentin 
prison and the other one at large on bail pending applica- 
tion for a new trial. The third boodler ‘‘skipped’’ for 
parts unknown. 


Further evidence that the present era will be noted for 
great canals is seen in the favorable consideration, by the 
lower house of Congress, of a bill providing for a ship canal 
to connect Lake Erie with the Ohio river.

An election will occur soon to decide upon 
the issue of $150,000 in bonds for the construction of a mu- 
nicipal lighting plant. 

Oakland scores a point in the ethies of highway robbery. 
Thstead of the commonplace ‘‘gun play,’’ a pair of Oakland 
bandits adapts Dr. Oster’s treatment for the aged. One 
highwayman gently but firmly embraces the victim which 
the other one chloroforms. 


Redlands orange shippers report record prices for their 
product within the last few days. The high mark of $5 a 
bex was reached in New York. It is said that the decrease 
in the total output this season, as compared with last year, 
will be more than offset by the exceptionally high prices 
now expected, 


San Diego announces two incidents indicating its growing 
metropolitan importance. First, its citizens are trying to 
Taise $1,000,000 as a subsidy for a railway across the desert 
to intersect the Southern Pacific. Second, the San Diego 
postoffice was looted to the extent of several thousand dol- 
lars one night this week by an expert job of burglary. 


Specimens of the life preservers on the steamship Valencia, 
recently wrecked on the upper coast, have been forwarded to 
Washington for examination. Jt is said that most of them 
were ‘‘sinkers,’’ not buoyant enongh to sustain their own 
weight. 

Oranges are now reaching Chicago by special orauge trains 
In six days from Southern California, an average gain of 
three or four days to the credit of this vear. 

Local, 

Zealous women in the cause of civic betterment are making 
an effort to secure public drinking fountains for Los An- 
geles, The purpose is commendable. A still more obvious 
need, as strangers attest, is such toilet acconrmodation as is 
common in other large cities, for public convenience, 

One of the wealthiest men of St. Louis, a keen observer 
of the progress of Los Angeles, makes this prediction: 
‘Within ten years the population of Tos Angeles will have 
reached the 500,000 mark and within twenty years the 1,000,- 
000 mark.’’ 

The ease with which the kink finally was taken out of the 
board of publie works question gives a sense of retief to the 
Los Angeles eitizen. It proves that the city stil! is several 
sizes bigger than the aggregate of its officials. 

The adverse decision of the federal supreme court on the 
orange routing issue is not so serious a matter as some critics 
make it appear. The decision simply restores to the railway 
companies the routing right which they always had prior 
to last season. The order of the interstate commerce com- 
mission became effective for the shipping season of 1905, 
The greatest loss ever known to orange shippers occurred 
that year.

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Public Art Museum. 


Public spirit is only developed in well settled 
communities when by association of birth or years 
art lovers act harmoniously to definite ends. That a 
dozen or more women, following the generous lead- 
ership of Mrs, Henry Wilson Hart, who gave the first 
thousand dollars, and of Madame Hancock, who of- 
fered ten thousand dollars for the building of ‘a 
permanent art gallery, have leagued themselves to- 
gether for the publie good, is one of those admirable 
impulses that it is a pleasure to record as examples 
of unselfish citizenship. The purpose is to establish 
a Public Art Museum, wherein the artist and 
artisan may study models of uplifting art, where 
the husy man and woman may have the refining in- 
fluence of great masterpieces. To harbor such col- 
Jections a suitable building is the first necessity, 
and the project gave birth to the Permanent Art 
Building Association. The expressed desire of its 
founders was to build a monument of purest Mission 
architecture, that the exterior might be an artistic 
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setting for the treasures within, and in keeping 
with the spirit of our country, as well as utilitarian, 
The natural, logical and sane corollary to the main 
purpose was to build this highly creditable monn. 
ment where its decorative value might add to the 
beauty of Los Angeles, and where in all sorts of 
weather, on foot or by street car, the Art Museum 
might be accessible to poor and rich, young and old. 


Art and Real Estate. 


The projectors of this truly benevolent scheme, 
however, were only pure minded and unselfish 
women! An Art Gallery—with some $50,000 in 
sight, with more to come, and a host of patrons in- 
cluding the best names in the city—was too alluring 
a prospect for the real estate shark to overlook. 
The ingenious ‘‘grafter’’ as usual was equal to the 
occasion. By skillful manipulation the Permanent 
Art Association was first linked to the Southwest 
Museum of Archaeology, the directorate of both 
societies filled with zealous workers, to whom was 
held out a prospective slice of the forthcoming 
‘“pie.’? Think of it! A monument erected for the 
good and glory of our city, by public spirited and 
confiding women, about to become the tail to an 
up-country real estate boom! 


Rapacity of Schemers. 


It is no longer a secret that, west of Avenue Forty- 
six, on the top of the barren hills of Highland Park, 
an unscrupulous real estate syndicate is pulling 
every wire to force the acceptance at a high figure 
of ground already bought by them for a mere song;

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ground to the salable lots below, which will be dis- 
posed of to esthetic buyers craving for ‘‘art atmos- 
phere ;’’ a spot absolutely inaccessible to the aged, 
or to the busy toilers, who cannot afford to make a 
day’s pilgrimage for a brief hour of art enjoyment. 
March 13th is the date of the meeting which will de- 
cide this momentous question. Shall we see the 
truly philanthropic purpose come into being with 
a promise of a great future—or shall the real estate 
‘Covafter’’ carry the day and make of a nobly eon- 
eeived plan a lasting monument to the rapacity of 


schemers? 
The Golf Championship. 

The annual contest for the amateur championship 
of the Southern California Golfing Association, 
whieh was concluded last Monday, resulted in the 
vietory of William Frederickson of the Los Angeles 
Country Club over Alden B. Swift of the Santa Bar- 
bara Country Club and Ontwentsia, Chicago. Fred- 
erickson won a fine match by 3 up and 2 to play— 
a match that throughout the 34 holes played was 
keenly contested, and never cinched until the last 
put. Frederickson’s victory was the source of great 
satisfaction to his fellow members of the Country 
Club. In former years he has frequently been with- 
in an ace of eapturing the championship, but was 
wont to fall down, succumbing too easily to *‘bad 
luck,’’ or some misadventure. <All the more credit 
is due to ‘‘Freddie’’ in that he has conquered an in- 
disposition to play an up-hill game, or ‘‘buek’’ his 
luck. Despite the stupid reports of the tournament 
in the Times and the Examiner, which were extraor- 
dinary displays of golf ignorance, conditions were 
ideal for good golfing, the Country Club Inks never 
having been in better condition.

There was a field of forty entries for the champion- 
ship, and as usual a tight finish for the last places 
on the qualifying list. Nat Moore of Chicago and 
the Santa Barbara Country Club won the qualifying 
round, and was picked by many to win the cham- 
plonship, but he was defeated on Saturday afternoon 
in the semi-finals by his stable companion, Switt. 
The remaining semi-finalist was Nat F. Wilshire, 
who has not been golfing much lately, and surprised 
evervbody by defeating Willard Butler in the first 
round. An interesting feature of the tournament 
was the team match play between the Santa Barbara 
and the Los Angeles teains, which, contrary to ex- 
pectation, was won by the visitors. 

Is Golf to Die Here? 

Another interesting feature of the championship 
meeting was the play of a fifteen-year-old boy, Paul, 
the son of Charles 8., nephew of E. 8., and cousin 
of R. E. Hunter, the famous Midlothian family of 
Chicago. In the medal round Paul finished fifth im 
the field of forty, and was defeated by Swift, the 
runner-up in the mateh play. For a lad of his 
years and streneth he plays an extraordinary game, 
and doubtless some day is destined to be a national 
champion, for already he has a ‘‘long head’’ on his 
young shoulders, and plays with the nerve and dash 
of a professional. Wis father intends to take him

In this con- 
nection—that is, the encouraging of boys to play 
golf—it is a lamentable fact that no young golfers 
have “‘come on’’ in the Country Club since Winsor 
Walton took to the game, seven years ago. If the 
directors of the Country Club had any true interest 
in the gaine, other than in their own play, they 
would do their utmost to nurse a rising generation 
of golfers. There should be regular competitions 
for boys and girls, and the children of members 
should be given more privileges on the links than at 
present permitted them. Unless there is some move- 
ment of this kind, it will only be a very few years 
before the present generation of golfers will have 
passed away, and there will be none to fill their 
places. If golf is the grand old game that I, at least, 
believe it to be, if it has proved the health salvation 
of many of the present generation, surely it is 
selfish and shortsighted not to make more provision 
for the maintenance of the game in the future. 


Out of the Cul de Sac. 

Citizens of Los Angeles have eause to be erate- 
ful at the extremely favorable outcome of the Board 
of Public Works controversy. Given a bull-headed 
mayor, bent on having his own way regardless of 
consequences, and a political council made up of 
men of small caliber, these two agencies represent- 
ing opposite factions in Republican polities and 
given also a charter that divides the responsibility 
of appointment between these two, and you have 
all the elements of an interminable row with a dis- 
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astrous outcome. Thanks to the courage and per- 
severance of a committee of good citizens the munie. 
ipalhity has managed to ‘‘pluck the flower safely out 
of the nettle danger,’ as Shakespeare puts it— 
and we have a Board of Public Works that wil] in 
all probability do good service, and is, beyond per- 
adventure, honest and free from political bias. The 
Mayor claims the outcome as a triumph because he 
kept the Council and Walter Parker from naming 
the Board. The Couneil claims a triumph in that 
the Mayor landed none of his political or other 
friends on the Board, and indeed, did not name itg 
members. The Municipal League and commercial 
bodies claim a victory in the fact that the Mayor 
was finally compelled to accept the services of a 
citizens’ committee in selecting the Board, and the 
people generally are well satisfied because they know 
that the Board is a good one. ‘Thus ‘‘Box and Cox 
are satisfied.’’ 


The Times Kicks. 

The newspaper verdiet is nearly unanimous in 
commending the appointments. The only kicker ig 
the Times, which paper speaks sneeringly of the 
appointees and hopes for the worst. There are two 
reasons for this. One is that the Times had no hand 
whatever in the final selection of names, and the 
other is that Mr. Anderson is the brother of the at- 
torney who assisted in defending the recall feature 
of the charter in the Davenport case. Far-fetched? 
Rather, for anybody else, but not for the Times. 
That paper has been known to conduct a long and 
ferocious campaign against a man merely because he 
was suspected of heme friendly toward somebody 
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the Times proprietor ‘‘had it in for.’’ Suéh is jour- 


nalism in the Palace of Hate.

Personnel of the Board. 


All of the appointees are honorable and high- 
minded and may be depended upon to give the eity 
the best that there is in them. ‘T'wo of them are sue- 


cessful business men, and the other an attorney with 


a fair practice and unimpeachable standing at the 
bar: One of them—Mr. A. A. Hubbard—has a eon- 


siderable amount of specific technical knowledge of 


the order ealled for in public work. He knows the 
lumber business and the brick business in every de- 
tail, and such knowledge will be of great value to 
the city. He has also been a large employer of labor. 
He has, moreover, the temperament that goes with 
suecess In carrying on public affairs. Not every man 
is suited to this class of employment. It calls for 
courage, patience, calmness under unjust criticism, 
and the ability to get along with cranky people, in- 
adequate appropriations and ineompetent subor- 
dinates. Mr. Edwards has been a school teacher and 
then a commission merehant until he retired from 
active business a few years ago. He owns considera- 
ble real estate in various parts of the city, and one 
large bnilding on Broadway. He is a director in the 
Y. M. C. A. and has always been active in church 
work. His public spirit is acknowledged in all or- 
ganizations working for the ecommunity’s welfare. 
Fairminded, kindly, shrewd, industrious, he ought to 
make a good public servant. His one failing—and 
the same probably applies to Mr. Anderson—is that 
he is not likely to tale unjust eriticism with the 
good nature that we expect in those who are so un- 
fortunate as to be summoned to do public work. 
None of these gentlemen ‘‘needs the money.’’ The 
salary of $300 a month looks pretty small to them 
and the work and worry and responsibility loom 
pretty large. While they are not likely to ‘‘fly off 
the handle’’ on small provoeation, if the storm of 
abuse ever arise too high, there will be two and 
possibly three resignations in the hands of the May- 
or, and all our self-congratulations will be found to 
have ‘been wasted. 


Work of the Board. 


The charter amendment which called this Board 
into existence has been whipsawed by attacks from 
the Times for what it is and the Examiner for what 
it isn’t until the publie mind is very badly confused 
as to whether it is really good or bad. As an offhand 
proposition T may ; say that anything that displeases 
the Times because it is too radical, and the Examiner 
because it is not radical enough, is likely to be just 
about right. This amendment was originally drawn 
by the Charter Committee of the Municipal League 
and the City Attorney, and was then overhauled and 
to some extent ‘‘mussed up’? by the Council. The 
provision of confirmation hy Council, for example, 
Was inserted against the protest of the Municipal 
League. as that organization held that the responsi- 
hility should be definitely located with the Mayor. 
Public Works in the case of this Board means just 
what it means in everv city in the United States of 
Over 150.000. and in every eitv of that size there 
1s such a board or commission ceiving its entire time 
to the work. It ineludes the streets, their construc- 
tion and care building, electricity, engineering, 
garbage and inspection (except as to health). The

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provision under which this Board is made to touch 
the water department, with expenditure of bond 
money, was not in the charter amendinent, but was 
in an already existing law of the state. This law 
ean be readily amended if thought advisable. In 
many eities, however, the water department is in- 
cluded with other forms of pubhe work, and there 
would be a lively demand that it be included here, 
but for the fact that we have been very fortunate 
thus far in our water commissions and in the head 
of the department, Mr. Mulholland. The members 
of this Board hereafter appointed will hold office for 
four years and their terms will overlap. This will 
give some kind of continuity to our publie work, and 
our engineering will conform to some definite plan 
instead of being done in the hap-hazard method that 
has prevailed in the past, when we elected our city 
engineer and street superintendent for a short term 
of two years. Hereafter those funetionaries will be 
appointed by the Board of Public Works—although 
the appointinent of a superintendent of streets is op- 
tional with the Board after Mr. Hanley’s term ex- 
pires. 


The Truth. 


Before dismissing the story of the long, stern fight 
to secure a Board of Public Works and to prevent 
the machinations of politicians from defeating the 
will of the people, I must reiterate my regret that 
so pecullarly available a man as Mr. Edmund T. 
Perkins was ignored by the powers that were. Some 
of the opposition to Mr. Perkins and its absolute 
foolishness and selfishness I have already explained 
in these columns. The most ingenious excuse that 
has been raised for the opposition to Mr. Perkins by 
the commercial bodies, from whom I had naturally 
expected his strongest support, was a pretense that 
they did not deem it advisable that there should be 
either an engineer or a lawyer on the new Board. 
This would have been a plausible exeuse for a sense- 
less and selfish opposition, but to my mind it was 
utterly irrational. Imagine a large private eorpora- 
tion appointing an executive committee to manage 
its great business and discarding the services of a 
distmguished specialist in that very business. No! 
Such bluffs will not go. The truth of the matter is 
that certain officials of the Chamber of Commerce 
and of the Municipal League had selected their prin- 
eipal candidate in Mr. A. P. Fleming long before 
the Mayor had even considered definitely who should 
form his nominees. These certain officials were just 
as unwise in concentrating their forees and infin- 
ences upon the devoted head of Mr. Fleming as were 
Mr. Perkins’s friends in boosting their eandidate 
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without attempting to make any compromise with 
the supporters of other candidates—the height of 
folly in political strategics. There was, indeed, a 
few weeks ago, considerable danger lest the Munici. 
pal League be distorted into a quasi-politieal ma- 
chine, simply for the advancement of its candidate, 
Alr. Fleming, against whose eligibility I have never 
had anything whatever to say. I still have hopes 
that Mr. Perkins, if he is not utterly sick of the wan- 
ton treatment his name and his record have received. 
may be employed by the Board of Public Works at 
a still better salary than its members themselves en- 
joy, because I am perfectly econfident—and with the 
best authorities in this country, from President 
Roosevelt to H. T. Newell to confirm me—that no 
man throughout the length and breadth of this eoun-. 
try is more properly qualified to do this city signal 
service in such publie work as the Owens River 
Valley scheme and other important enterprises than 
Edmund T. Perkins. 


The Banquet. 


I cordially advise the directors of the Chamber of 
Commerce, or its banquet committee, to insist in 
future on inspecting and censoring, if necessary, the 
speeches of such ambitious political sophomores as 
they have been in the habit of calling upon to deliver 
their principal addresses at their annual banquets. 
While I admire the courage of Mr. Henry J. Stev- 
ens’s convictions, and while there was a leaven of 
truth in his lump of rhetoric, I could not imagine a 
more malapropos effort than his Washington Birth- 
day speech under such conditions. The other four 
speeches of the evening were altogether admirable, 
whatever one may think of their contents, and 
Joseph Seott proved himself once more an inimitable 
teastmaster, his happy combination of Irish wit and 
American josh being so skilfully designed as to draw 
many siniles of satisfaction from his reverend father- 
in-God, Bishop Conaty, who sat a few fect from the 
high table. I have seen no better comments on Mr. 
Ripley’s speech than those contained in the admira- 
bly edited papers of Sacramento. Said the Bee: 

‘The speech of E. P. Ripley, president of 
the Santa Fe Railroad company, delivered 
before the Los Angeles Chamber of Com- 
merce last Thursday evening, was no doubt 
intended to be taken seriously. But if Mark 
T'wam had said the same things they would 
have been greeted with roars of laughter as 
delightful examples of American humor.’’ 

While the Union, which is edited bv the most ac- 
complished newspaperman in California, rejoined as 
follows: 
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‘President Ripley of the Santa Fe raul- 
road may be technically truthful when he 
says he has not knowledge of any rebates in 
eonnection with the business of his road, 
but we suspect that the country at large 
will hardly regard him as entirely candid in 
the matter. Surely there were some rather 
positive statements eoneerning rebates in 
which Paul Morton had a hand not very 
many months ago. One of the difficulties of 
dealing with railroad men is that they 
usually come up smiling with a bland state- 
ment in denial of things which all the world 
knows to be practically and essentially if 
not technigally true. It appears invariably 
that all the rebate and other questionable 
business happens somewhere else or under 
some other administration, or that somehow 
it ig eapable of being called by some other 
name. it would help mightily towards es- 
tablishment of publie confidence in all these 
matters if men hke Mr. Ripley would put 
aside the practice of evasive statement, 
eome directly to the open and take the pub- 
lic into their confidenee.”’ 

Mr. Ripley’s speech is so well and sueeinetly re- 
viewed by these two editors that there is no occasion 
for further elaboration on my part at this juncture, 
except to say that I am confident of Mr. Ripley’s 
absolute sincerity in what he said. Which only 
proves to me what a tremendous awakening 1s rapid- 
lv heing prepared for Mr. Ripley and gentlemen of 
similar profession. 


Piety and Petroleum. 

In Lecky’s Llistory of Morals we read this curious 
Init of church history: Before the time of Constan- 
tine there was only one chureh—built as a ehureh—- 
in all Rome, and this was Saint Maria, where a 
spring of petroleum had sprung up and ran for a 
few years, as happens in voleanie countries. This 
was attributed to Christian miracle, and so the feel- 
ing in favor of building a chureh upon it eould not 
be raised.’’ Thus another fondly cherished belict 
throughout the country shattered. Ilitherto it has 
been popularly supposed that it was in the Rocke- 
feller family that oceurred the first conjunction of 
piety and petroleum. 


Widney in Real Estate. 

I see that Glover Widney is the latest young bust- 
ness man to branch out in real estate. Mr. Widney 
has been associated with the Southern California 
Music Company for some time in the capacity of 
secretary, and although he is now with the -R. A. 
Rowan Company, he still retains his interest in the 
music business. The temptation was too great to 
Mr. Widney to stay out of real estate, and Mr. 
Rowan has paid him the eompliment of allowing him 
to try to do some business for him. Mr. Widney 1s 
one of the most active and energetic young men in 
Los Angeles. and he should do well in the real 
estate line.

A few years ago, when it became known that such 
men as Col. Epes Randolph, Mr. J. J. Fay and oth- 
ers, backed by Mr. H. KE. Huntington with his 
wizard-like power to give good and substantial 
transportation, planned to provide Los Angeles with 
a first-class race track, there was not a hberal-mind- 
ed man who did not hail the project with satisfae- 
von, We thought the day had eome when Los An- 
eles would have a track of as high standing as 
Morris Park, or Sheepshead Bay. It seemed as if 
honest sport might have a field in which to gratify 
the true lover of the noble animal. For Various rea- 
sons, perhaps because he was made painfully famil- 
lar with the rarely narrow vision of a considerable 
portion of this community, Mr. Huntineton got 

cold feet.*’ About this tine the death of everv- 
body's friend, John <A. Muir, oceurred. With this 
calamity came the passing of the sportsman’s dream, 
for thereupon a bookmaker named George Rose se- 
cured an option on a large block of Ascot stock 
and m eombination with other holders of stock, 
scems to have corraled sufficient interest to 
make his ‘influence’? — _predominant. When 
such conditions became fully realized by those who 
heheved in honest racing, in open betting ring. and 
fair running from end to end, vigilanee supplantel 
confidence. and since that unfortunate transfer 
there las been a constant fear of the control of As- 
cot by syndieated books, with the sual» 3 tae 
lavorites, and all kinds of chieanery. Unless better 
men, with stronger credentials than George Rose, 
how come to the front, there will be no wav of keep- 
ing up confidence in racing at’ Ascot. The only 
last hope that I can conjure for Ascot lies in the firm 
integrity, the keen sportsmanship and absolute fear- 
jessness of Col. Hamilton. the presiding judge. I 
am convinced that he will do as he sees right, and 
all honest men will applaud. But the crooked fel- 
low hit—and he will be hit hard—will how] like the 
proverbial cur. It seems to me that Ascot might be 
delivered from its slough of seandal and despond 
if Col. Hamilton were elected president with plen- 
ary powers—the appointment and the discipline of 
every active official on the track. Clothed with 
such authority, Col. Hamilton could follow in the 
steps of Mr. IT. IT. Williams, president of the Cali- 
forma Jockey Club, who only last week gaye hus 
namesake exemplary punishment. Ascot Park, or 
the Los Angeles Jockey Club. evidently needs a 
thorough spring cleaning, which Mr. Dunn assures 
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me it is to have—to the back secrets of the dirtiest 
stable. Unless this is done, even the warmest pat- 
rons of horse racing will grow disgusted. If the 
man on the block who takes the backer’s money 
hires the starter, if backers have to bribe the start- 
er’s assistants, and if a bookmaker has ‘‘under- 
standings’? with the handicapper and everybody 
else with a pull on the track, it is time to eall a 
halt. If Ascot is to survive the present lamentable 
but inevitable scandal, the domination of a single 
bookmaker, even if he boasts that he has lost on 
his own book seventy thousand dollars, and the 
ugly jars of warring horsemen must be extermin- 
ated. That third-class ‘‘followers’’ should be al- 
lowed to make their raucous voices heard to the 
destruction of all discipline is simply suicidal. Sueh 
eanaille cannot run a decent race track. A few of 
Tom Williams’s drastic measures are sorely needed. 
Rule off the ‘‘uglies.”’ The whole trouble at Ascot 
is ‘‘under the Rose.’’ 


A Relict of Democracy. 

A very interesting character has been here for 
the last two weeks in the person of the Hon John 
Fox of New York. Mr. Fox is the president of the 
New York Democecratie Club, an office which he has 
enjoyed for the last seven years—in fact, I believe, 
ever since this important organization was founded 
by Richard Croker. With the solitary exception of 
the aforesaid Mr. Croker, who is now breeding horses 
and erowing vegetables within a few miles of his 
birthplace near Dublin, I do not suppose there is a 
single man living who has wielded so large an infln- 
ence in the polities of New York as John Fox. He 
is a remarkable looking man, one who has obvi- 
ousiv led a elean and a strong life. Standing over 
six feet in his socks, and weighing over two hun- 
dred pounds, although nearly seventy years of age, 
he is as straight as a guardsman. Senator Fox real- 
izes that the political parties of the country are on 
the verge of a tremendous transition. He points to 
vote after vote in the present Congress, to prove 
that on questions of vital issue there is no differ- 
ence between the radical Republican and the con- 
servative. Ile quoted to me the other day a letter 
from John Sharp Williams addressed to the Demo- 
eratie elub, in which the writer congratulated the 
elub on the accession to the ranks of Democracy of 
so distinguished a proselyte as Theodore Roosevelt. 
Few men ean claim the broad and long experience 
in polities, national and state, that has fallen to Mr. 
Fox. He served two terms in Congress before he 
was thirty-five years of age, and the years that he 
has adorned the Legislature of New York are almost 
beyond count. In several conversations that I en- 
joyed with him it was obvious that while he de- 
plores the advance of radicalism, which he believes 
is only the cloak of socialism, and while he dlis- 
counts the sincerity of Hearstism, he is convinced 
that there is thronghout this country a tide, threat- 
ening to be overwhelming, in favor of control and 
ownership of all public utilities by the people and 
for the people.

Senator Fox was much interested in the proposed 
scheme for the consolidation of this city with the 
county of Los Angeles, but he pointed out, with 
irrefutable demonstrations if facts and figures 
that for ten vears at least the original city of Los

Winter on Critics. 

In a letter received this week from Mr. William 
Winter, the dean of dramatic critics, he writes me 
as follows: ‘‘Coleridge said that the first requisite 
for a good critic was a good heart. So far as I know 
anything about the matter, the chief difficulty is to 
praise with judgment, and in the right way. I do 
not think that any writer can go far wrong or do 
any harm who will always give a reason for his 
opinion, whether that opinion be favorable or oth- 
erwise. The wrong is done by ignorant, inexperi- 
enced writers, who record their likes and dislikes 
as expressions of judgment. It has long seemed to 
me that the theater receives from the press an 
amount of attention somewhat out of proportion to 
its Importanee.’’

Can any good come out of Nazareth, was an an- 
cient cry, and in modern times we echo the same 
sentunent when we deride the pretensions of certain 
communities to the possession of art standards and 
a knowledge and practice of aesthetic idealism. So, 
of Australia, a country of commercial importance for 
its gold production and its sheep raising, a valuable 
asset of the British crown, but with no coneeded 
claims to be considered even as a minor center of inn- 
portance where art is concerned, Moreover, did not 
the papers of Melbourne, Sydney, Adelaide and other 
cities of great wealth unite in publishing columns 
of fulsome praise anent the art of Nance O’Nei!9 
Was she not regarded by Australian erities as beimge 
par excellence, the unsurpassable and eminently un- 
approachable tragedy queen, the only worthy in- 
heritor of the mantle of the great Siddons herself, 
leaving all minor celebrities, such as Bernhardt. 
Duse, Marlowe, Florence Gale and Blanche Fall out 
of the question? 

Knowing of this lamentable want of taste, defect 
of judgment and arrogant assumption, was it likely 
that an Australian star supported by an Australian 
dramatic company would prove attractive to a sen- 
sitive Los Angeles audience of critics and first-night- 
ers? Even case-hardened San Francisco, impervious 
to everything but untrousered musical farce, took 
nearly four weeks before it would unbend and crowd 
the theater there to see ‘‘Swect Nell of Old Druity’ 
Surely, there has been no presentation of a play here 
that has been a worthy peer of the Sothern and the 
Mansfield productions in point of richness and ae- 
curacy, outside of this Australian importation that 
flourished during the first three nights of the eurrent 
week at the Mason Opera House. 

The reign of the Seeond Charles of Eneland fur- 
nishes a period great in opportunities for picturesque 
scenery, rich costuming and brilliant incident. Add 
the figure and career of the naughty Nell, the Nell 
Gwynne whom poets, painters and scribblers of the 
period all adored and there should be material for 
an entertaining play. Many attempts have been made 
10 put the story of the fascinating jade into dramatie 
ferm and some have been quite successful. Our own 
Mary Van Buren tried it here five vears ago, with 
the saturnine Frawley as Charles, but the version 
Was not a good one. The present offering of Nellie 
Stewart is revamped from another play on the same 
subject, but it is mighty interesting from the melo- 
dramatie point of view. It reminds one of those ex- 
citing pieces ‘Rupert of Ilentzau,’’ ‘The Prisoner 
of Zenda’’ and others of the same ilk. 

“Sweet Nell’’ is beautifully put upon the stage. 
The scenery 1s very striking, the costuming rich and 
accurate and the company both eapable and ade- 
quate. Lord Jeffreys and Kine Charles are the best 
personationgs among the men, and Nellie Stewart as 
the star of the company shines resplendent. She has 
« good voice and many pretty ways and. besides, a 
Faculty for sustaining the interest during the entire 
lime she is upon the stage. ILler chief fault is in her 
facial make-up. It is long since actresses of repute 
thought it necessary to paint the eyes with heavy 
blue shading and the practice has really been rele- 
gated to chorus girls, and even discarded by them 
to some extent. Nellie Stewart’s make-up is not only 


disieuring, but, worse still, it is out of date. IIer 
companion who played the part of Lady Olivia 


Showed much better taste in the use of powder and 
paint and also appeared to advantage in her acting. 

The production is an unusually fine one and should 
prove a fortunate venture for its mana OG, 


The revival of ‘‘Juanita of San Juan” at Moros- 
cO-S Burbank Theater is an admirable presentation 
and is drawing bie audiences. 


The current week’s attraction at the Belaseo 
which consists of J. M. Barrie’s four-act play, ‘‘The 
Admirable Crichton.’’ is the best thing that has yet 
been staged at this elegant little theater by the ecom- 
bined efforts of Barnum, Blackwood and Belaseo, the 
three busy Bs.

presenee of their own butler who, cast away with 
{hem, soon asserts a superiority born of muscular and 
intellectual power. The butler who is the Admuirable 
(‘richtou of the piece, not only brings order out of 
the chaos of their forlorn position, but he invents 
and manufactures things—he, develops a knowledge 
of arts and sciences, he lights the desert island with 
eleetricitv and does other fairy-like performances 
such as winning for his promised bride the daughter 
of the house, the exclusive Lady Mary, and all in two 
years’ enforced tnprisonment on their island. 

As a satire upon existing socialogical conditions. 
ihe play is full of interest: that the theme is earried 
out to its full possibilities makes it intensely amusing 
and while its hwnor cannot appeal to an American 
audience with so much pomi as it must to the people 
who are to the manner born, it vet has a cosmopolitan 
flavor that makes it enjovable to all who understand 
the Janenage. 

Mr. Galbraith, who plays the part of the admirable 
butler, enters fully ito the spirit of the thing, and 
betrays at no time a sense of the Iudiecrousness of 
{he situations. Such control on the part of a come- 
dian, for Mr. Galbraith is a comedian in the best 
sense of the word, is so unusual as to deserve praise. 
The average actor placed in such an environment 
would be tempted to betray his fannharity with the 
author’s intentions in a way that would destroy their 


effect. Mr. Galbraith is solidly funereal, as the play 
requires, and gets out of his role all that it demands 
by making an unusual sacrifice of his own individ. 
uality. 

Miss Lawton as Lady Mary makes a delightfuy 
picture, especially in her island costume. She plays 
with all the delicacy and shading that such a char. 
acter demands, the wilfulness and imperious selfish- 
ness of the earlier scenes being well contrasted with 
the change brought about by a contact with nature 
in an untrammeled condition. 

Vivian, always satisfying, is a keen delight as the 
selfish seion of a noble house and the appropriator 
of all that can minister to his comfort. 

The other members of the large east are well fitted 
to their parts— Virginia Brissac making another hit 
in a cockney character whose rapid development 
xlong superior lines is in keeping with the marvelous 
work done by Mr. Crichton in the short space of two 
years. 

The play will have to be repeated next week, other- 
wise an injustice will be done to the playgoers who 
may not have been able to see it in its first presenta- 
tion here.

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Inthe Musical World 


eee eevee, 

One of the leading magazines recently offered a 
picture of musical life in a city which it does not 
name, but there seems something familiar about the 
outhne, In that city, the article states, ‘‘an exam- 
imation of the roster of over twenty leading choirs, 
involving more than one hundred singers and play- 
ers, shows that of these only thirty are professional 
musicians. Out of a certain forty organists in as 
many churches of that city, but sixteen are profes- 
sional players. In this same place this season one 
thoroughly educated teacher died of hunger and 
lack of care, and another attempted to commit sui- 
eide, because he could not get enough pupils to 
make a living.’’ 

As said above, there seems a certain familiar 
ring about these statements— somewhere I have seen 
such things printed; can it be—but no, perish the 
thought. The aforesaid article further goes on to 
ask, “What is the use of a person’s fitting himself 
to do good work on the organ bench if sueh posi- 
tions are given preferably to real estate dealers, 
bank clerks, merchants and young women who have 
but moderate musical edueation? What is the use 
of trying to attain thoroughness and a professional 
Standing if one ean get a chureh position more 
quickly by maintaining mediocrity in musie and en- 
tering some other business? Chureh committees 
hold out no inducements for higher standards of 
work ?’’ 

There is a lot of truth in this statement. When 
I was studying the organ with Henry Dunham in 
Boston, he used to say to his pupils, ‘‘It does not 
matter whether you ean play or not—if you ean, get 
a ‘pull’ with the musie committee.’’ And the way 
church position are filled in most places proves 
him right. 





Ft is the usual thine for musie committees to 
select cheapness rather than worth in filling their 
choirs. Can you imagine that if the choir hist. of 
this city were to be examined in the way the article 
quoted mentions, about the same results would he 
found nere? You may think I am trying to be funny 
When I say I know of churches, even in the center 
oi the city, that insult singers with an offer of $5 
amonth. One of the prominent churches was pay- 
Ig an organist $15 a month, and on the offer of a 
Person (whose name oueht to be published in this 
connection) to play for $10, took him with avidity — 
certainly a practical preachment of the principles of 
Christianity. 

There is no evading the fact that as a rule 
ihe musie committees of Tos Angeles vearly paint 


ihemselves ag both ignorant, inartistic, grasping 
and unehristian. The minister preaches from his 
pulpit against the grasping monopolist, and the 


Capitalist who is erinding the face of the poor by 
Paying labor hardly enough to live on—while his 
music committee is taking a position from a eompe- 
fent musician and eiving it to some young amateur 
mend of the ‘‘boss”’ of the committee, or is telling 
the professional organist on the bench, ‘‘We have 
found a young woman who has had a year of piano 
‘essons who wil] play the organ for $10 a month, in 
place of the 25 we are paying you, and so you 
can take the $10 or get out.’?? This is Chrisitnaity 
as preached by the mnsie committee. 


One more quotation from the article in question— 
I think the musicians will agree it is worth it- ** Let 
the man who ean do as well or better in some other 
walk of life than the musical take it, and not clog 
the path of those who must stay in the musical. For 
lus own self-respect he will not reach back and un- 
derbid the struggling musician who wishes a rea- 
sonable payment for his musical work. Many a 
musician has seen his bread and butter taken away 
by some man or woman who has an assured income 
from other sources, who can thus afford—finan- 
clally—to do for half pay what he ought to have 
the manliness to let alone.”’

Certainly the writer of that article must have 
been sore on the subject, but there is a good deal 
of reason in what he or she says. There is no law 
that will keep a man from dabbling in musie if he 
wants to, or from offering his services to a church 
tor half what a professional musician ought to have; 
and there is no chureh law that will keep his offer 
from being accepted, but there are people who go 
farther into the matter and allow a higher grade 
of morals and ethics to control their action. 

Here is an instance: <A few years ago a dealer in 
musical instruments moved to Los Angeles from an- 
other city. Both he and his wife are musical, and 
their aid was sought in the choir of the church with 
which they had affiliated themselves—of course they 
were to sing for a small sum. Though they had been 
accustomed in smaller places to assist where their 
services were needed, they saw that in Los Angeles 
there was an ample supply of well-equipped profes- 
sional musicians, and knew that the church was 
amply able to pay the price of such services. Conse- 
quently, they declined, saying that it was only right 
that those who had spent time and money in acquir- 
ing a musical education should be given the position 
and at proper remuneration. 


Now that will set you guessing as to what musie 
dealer in Los Angeles ever let a live dollar get 
away from him. No, it wasn’t George Birkel or 
Brother Fitzgerald. Guess again. 


The present week has been made notable in the 
musical life of Los Angeles by the visit of that rarely 
eood and great singer, Mme. Johanna Gadski. At 
her recital Tuesday evening at Simpson Auditorium 
Gradski again proved her right to a place in abso- 
lutely the first rank of song interpreters. After the 
experience of her tour last season Mme.

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eliminated the operatic aria from her program 
save when especially requested, and now presents a 
song list that 1s all the more matisfactory to many 
of her admirers. : 

There is something to be said for the operatic 
aria, however, in that it permits a great singer to 
be heard in such splendors as are denied to a large 
proportion of concert goers—to almost all, in fact, 
outside of New York. Yet the aria is sui generis: 
it is suited to the operatic stage, and none other. 
Its words, torn out of the context, are apt to be 
meaningless—even when the listener understands 
them; the orchestra, the scenic background, the 
presence of other singers—all are lacking; the aria 
becomes simply a bloteh of eolor on a black-and- 
white baekground; it is given in a manner that ean 
not present the ideas of the composer in full. 

On the other hand, the song or lied is complete in 
itself. It pictures a sentiment or a mood, and all 
depends on the singer’s skill. Many a singer who 
has been successful in the larger realm of opera 
fails when trying to mix his colors on the 
palette of the song recitahst—if you will permit 
a rather mixed metaphor. The song recital is the 
supreme test of an artist’s ability, and few there be 
that excel therein. 

In Johanna Gadski one finds an operatie singer 
who is econfessedly one of the noblest exponents of 
Wagnerian roles, and also one of the best ecolora- 
tura singers on the operatic stage. At the same 
tune she is one of the very few operatic song birds 
who can essay the heder platform with entire sue- 
eess. In the songs of more intimate nature, in the 
genre numbers, in the depiction of fine variation of 
mood, few have been heard on the American concert 
stage that excel her. Perhaps not so rich or tender 
of nature as Schumann-Heink, she yet has low tones 
that remind one much of the latter vocalist’s qual- 
ity—and how few high soprano voices have the rich, 
full quahty on the lower range! 

Gadski’s recital might appropriately be labeled 
with the stock newspaper phrase, ‘‘a veritable tn- 
wmph.’’ It was a case of ‘‘came, sang, conquered.” 
It seems to me that the singer has grown in artistie 
stature since I last heard her, at least I took more 
enjoyment from her song repertoire here than from 
her Wagnerian work in New York. And the same 
enjoyment seemed to be shared by nine-tenths of the 
large audience—the other tenth being present as ac- 
companists to musical wives or sweethearts. 

Gadski grows on one. The sweet womanliness of 
the singer, the gracious enjoyment in giving enjoy- 
ment to others, reinforee the high art which she 
brings to her hearers. She sings the German lieder 
with a sympathy and intimate understanding com- 
passed only by few, and is doing her best te conquer 
the English, a process not yet completed, but well 
under way. At least her singing of the American 
numbers was as intelligible as is that of many sing- 
ers to the vernacular born. The gems of greatest 
brilliancy at this recital were the ‘‘Brahms ‘‘Meme 
Tnebe ist gruen,’’ Elsa’s song from ‘‘ Lohengrin, 
MacDowell’s ‘‘Thy Beaming Evyes,’’? and Richard 
Strauss’s ‘‘Traiim Dur Durch die Daemmerung.” 
though the more popular ones were the Beach, 
Foote and Taubert songs. Not a little of the great- 
ness of the singer is shown by the close attention 
and finish she gives to these smaller numbers, the 
former of which was sung three times at the insist 
ant demand of the audience. Altogether, barring 
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the one flaw of enunciation, Los Angeles is not like- 
ly to hear the equal of Gadski in song reeital for 
many a day, for in the essentials of eood singing her 
equal has not been heard here since her last appear- 


ance. 

The important piece of musical news of the week 
is the resignation of Conduetor Gericke from the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra. What has caused this 
rupture the dispatches did not say. It is a bad 
thing for the Boston organization, unless Angel Hig- 
ginson 1s successful in securing Weingartner or 
Mahler. But there are few of the German directors 
who care to leave the musical atmosphere of Europe 
for that of Boston. They eonsider America a mu- 
sical desert, and the non-appreciation that met 
Nikisech, Busoni and Klindworth in that city adds a 
little color to this opinion. But the mistake these 
musicians made was in stopping in Boston. Boston 
is sufficient unto itself. They should have eome 
West. Remember how Chicago worshiped and sup- 


ported Theodore Thomas.

His artistic triumphs in Berlin, 
Vienna, Paris and London have been of the most 
sensational kind. He is not only an artist and vir- 
tuoso, but he is a composer and authority on all 
musical matters. Pugno has visited America three 
times, and each visit has endeared him more to his 
iudience than before. The reserved seat sale will be 
held at the Birkel music store,

‘“‘Tnele George’? Smith and ‘‘Pop’’ Blanchard of 
the Counceil’s finance committee entertained a num- 
ber of automobile dealers February 23, and heard 
some of the troubles which go to make up an anto- 
dealer’s lot. The councilmen were told of the 
troubles autoists have with the police; the money 
there isn’t in garages was explained thoroughly, 
and, in fact, many complaints were eiven an airing, 
And when thev stopped and turned to Smith as 
ehairman of the eommittee of finance, they learned 
how much weight their entreaties had carried, for 
the Fifth ward councilman told them “‘he was sorry, 
but powerless to do anything.’’ The conference was 
precipitated by the Council’s strategic move to as- 
sess garages and repair shops $5 a month. 

Automobile men will be foreed to pay $15 a qnar- 
ier for running a business which is a ‘‘necessary 
evil,’’ and said to be devoid of direct profits. 

It was with reluctance that the finance committee 
eonsented to reduce its figures one notch.  At- 
torney Clifton Axtell, who represented the dealers, 
tried to induce the committee to recommend that 
the tax be only $5 a quarter, but Smith was ob- 
durate. He said the city ‘‘needed the money,’’ and 
the fact that garages and repair shops are run al 2 
less, but necessary to a general sales business, didn't 
seem to interest him. Mr. Smith finally agreed to 
split the difference, however. When it came to the 
Council, the finance committee’s recommendation 
was turned down. 

The automobile dealers and garage owners were 
represented ably by Robert Atkinson of the White 
Garage: Harry I. Olive of Pawley & Olive; E. Jt. 
Bennett, W. K. Cowan, I. S. Brown of the Auto Ve- 
hiele Co.: A. Roberts, representing the Wayne, and 
A.J. Smith. The conference continued for over two 
hours.

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E. Jr. Bennett said that his business had frown 
so that he would have to open a garage and repair 
shop of his own, but that he couldn’t see any money 
in it. 

Robert Atkinson said: ‘‘We object because we 
will have to pay a license on a business which lg un- 
profitable, and which is a drain on our salesroom. 
We have had to maintain a repair shop for the ex- 
elusive repair of White machines. We have had to 
co three-quarters of the repairing on steam ears n 
hos Angeles, and we have done it at a loss. Ony 
erief and troubles all come from the repair Shop and 
garage. With one exception, I know of no shop in 
town today which was running a year AO,” 

‘There is not a man in business today who would 
do a garage and repair business if he could dispense 
with it. I have all my work done on the outside, for 
I tnd I can get along with less loss that Way than 
if [ maintained a garage and had to keep four or 
five men around. Good men are hard to get.’’? This 
from Mr. Olive. 

The next subject to come under discussion was 
the speed ordinanee. It was called to the attention 
of the finance committee that the law which is mak. 
ing so many automobile dealers suffer was passed 
at the behest of the antomobile elnbs of California, 
As Mr. Atkinson put it, ‘‘Tt is not the law, but the 
way it is being enforeed that we object to,” 

Patrolmen Berchtold and Mojonier, who ride the 
motoreyclés and make the arrests for violating the 
ordinance, were grilled, scored and roasted. It was 
declared that their speedometer js a cheap, unrelia- 
ble one, and that their judgment is little better.

banking as follows: ‘‘There are a total of sixteen 
eommerecial banks in the eity, with deposits of quite 
450,000,000. This shows an increase in 1905 of more 
than $20,000,000. These sixteen banks January 1 
paid dividends amounting to about $365,000. The 
hanks all paid dividends at the rate of from 6 to 12 
per cent. Besides these commercial banks there are 
nine savings banks of a magnitude worthy of con- 
sideration doing business in the city. These savings 
banks have deposits aggregating more than $83,- 
000,000, showine an inerease the last year of con- 
siderably more than $8,000,000. The dividends paid 
depositors in 1905 by these savings banks amounted 
nearly to $700,000 and the dividends paid to stock- 
holders perhaps $350,000 for the year. At the pres- 
ent time, the paid-up eapital of all the city banks 
of all classes approximates closely $9,000,009, and 
the surplus of these financial institutions eombined 
is quite $10,000,000. ”’
